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Report to the Synod of Missouri, 1915 


The Board of Trustees of Westminster College respect- 
fully submits to the Synod of Missouri of the Presbyterian 
Church, U. S., and the Synod of Missouri of the Presby- 
terian Church, U.S. A., the following report, made by the 
Acting President, and a summary of the report made by 
the Bursar for the year ending June 30, 1915: 

The sixty-sixth year of college work began on September 
9, 1914. The number of students enrolled during the year 
was 130. All but seven of these students were professing 
Christians, or became church members before the close of 
the year. The number intending to enter the ministry or 
some form of missionary work was 21. Some of these 
hoped to become medical missionaries. 

During the spring the College was visited by Rev. Dudley 
M. Clagett, D. D., as the representative of the Committee of 
the Board of Education and the Evangelistic Committee of 
the General Assembly, U. S. A. Dr. Clagett spent a week 
at the College, addressing the students at the daily chapel 
services and remaining in the office during college hours 
for private consultation. Dr. Clagett expressed himself 
as thoroughly well pleased with his reception by the young 
men, with the spirit they manifested, and with the results 
of his work. 

Since the fire in 1909 we have been without a‘chapel, and 
we are compelled to hold our chapel services and student 
convocations in the hallways of Westminster Hall. The 
attendance at chapel services has been better than for sev- 
eral years, but few students being absent except on ac- 
count of sickness or other sufficient reasons. 


As we had no place of assembly to which we could invite 
our friends, the annual contest between our two literary 
societies was held in Pratt’s Theater, and the exercise of 
Commencement in the Fulton Presbyterian Church, the 
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use of which was tendered by the pastor and officers. At 
Commencement, on June 1, the following degrees were con- 
ferred: . | ;

At Commencement the degree of Doctor of Divinity was 
conferred upon Rev. Charles H. Logan, a missionary to 
Japan, and Rev. Francis L. Goff, of St. Louis. 

Sixteen men were enrolled in the Junior Class, thirteen 
in the Sophomore Class, forty-five in the Freshman Class, 
forty-six in the Academy, and one student pursued post- 
graduate work. | 


Westminster maintains an academy because there are a 
number of high schools in Missouri that do not teach the 
four-years’ course required for entrance to the Freshman 
Class; as the students from such. schools must leave home 
in order to prepare for college, they may as well. come to 
the college town at once. Again, there are a number of 
students who can not graduate from the high schools hav- 
ing a four-years’ course because they have failed in some 
subject that requires four or five recitations a week. If 
compelled to remain in the high school another year to re- 
peat this work, the student would lose a year of time and 
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would have so little work to do that he would be in danger 
of losing his habit of study. If he is permitted to enroll at 
Westminster, he may at once enter upon such college work 
as he is prepared for, and with some extra effort he may 
make up the work in which he is deficient. The usefulness 
of the Academy in this respect is shown on page 84 of the 
catalogue of 1915, by the following statement: — 

“Of the students classed in the Academy, one has no reci- 
tations in Academy classes but has not presented for en- 
trance fifteen high school units. Nine have twelve or more 
recitations in college classes; three have eight or more reci- 
tations in colleges classes; seven have five or more; five 
have three or more. Thirteen have all their recitations in 
the Academy.” 


There have been no cases of discipline this year. In two 
cases, notice to parents that their sons were not diligent in 
their work resulted in the voluntary withdrawal of the 
students. | | 

The conduct of our students has been commendable, and 
the interest manifested by the student body in the welfare 
and progress of. the College has been admirable. 


In May $300, secured by John F. Green, Esq., of St. Louis, 
was used to purchase lumber for a fence around that part 
of Priest Field used as an athletic ground. In order to 
make the money go as far as possible toward purchasing 
the material, the-students volunteered to do the work; they 
completed the fence in less than four hours. The material, 
however, cost more than was anticipated, leaving us in 
debt about $100. In July Judge Green sent this amount to 
the Bursar to complete the payment. In order to paint the 
fence and thus preserve it, some of our students have solic- 
ited advertisements for it and a few have already been 
secured. In accordance with a petition signed by a num- 
ber of the students, no advertisements of tobacco, ciga- 
rettes, or cigars are permitted. 

In addition to their work on the fence our students volun- 
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tarily cleaned the campus, accomplishing in two hours more 
than our janitor could have done in a month. 

Into the voluntary exercises of the classes in debating a 
number of our students have entered with enthusiasm and 
have labored earnestly to prepare for the work assigned by 
the instructor. For several years in succession they have 
won the first place in their inter-collegiate debates. 


The Faculty numbered ten, all of them professing Chris- 
tians, and most of them active in church work; two are 
members of the Methodist church and eight are connected 
with the Presbyterian Church. The Faculty roll was as 
follows:

On April 5, 1915, John Fleming Cowan, A. M., D. D., Pro- 
fessor Emeritus of Modern Languages, and Sausser Pro- 
fessor of Hebrew, died, at his home near Fulton. Dr. 
Cowan was an alumnus of Westminster, class of 1857, and 
took his course in theology at Princeton. For more than 
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fifty years he was pastor of the Auxvasse Presbyterian 
Church; for more than twenty years he was a member of 
the Faculty of Westminster College while still preaching 
regularly on Sabbath for the Auxvasse Church. No man 
was more highly respected by Christians of all denomina- 
tions, and there are few whose labors have been so abound- 
ing and so fruitful. 


In July Rev. E. E. Reed, D. D., who was elected President 
by the Board of Trustees, came to Fulton and began taking 
charge of the executive work. President Reed comes to us 
after successful terms as President of Buena Vista College, 
Iowa, and of Lenox College, Iowa. The Acting President 
welcomes this relief from labors too onerous for one man. 

Except for the increase in the library, the equipment and 
the buildings remain unchanged. President Reed has be- 
gun making improvements at Reunion Hall which promise 
to contribute largely toward making it an agreeable place 
for students. These changes, however, do not belong to 
the period (to June 1) covered by this report, and to the 
administration of the Acting President. 

Mr. George Marshall, our student librarian, made an ear- 
nest and successful effort to bring our library (which suf- 
fered heavily in the fire of 1909) up to the standard requir- 
ed by the Missouri College Union. Thanks to his efforts 
and the prompt responses of a large number of friends, the 
library is now up to the standard. _ 


The buildings are as follows: 

Science Hall, erected in 1901, book value $31,667.01. The 
laboratories and apparatus compare favorably with any in 
the State. Three professors are occupied in the depart- 
ment of Science; there are twelve large rooms in this build- 
ing, used for lecture rooms and laboratories. 

Reunion Hall, erected in 1908, book value $36,296.87. It 
accommodates, without crowding, fifty students in the bed 
rooms and study rooms, and has dining room for double

Washington West Mansion, erected in 1907, book value, 
$11,500, is used as a residence for the President. 

Westminster Hall, erected in 1911, book value $70,330.15, 
contains rooms used for recitations, library, cloak rooms, 
offices, ete. | 

These buildings are among the best college buildings in 
Missouri. All of them are equipped with all modern con- 
veniences.

Supplemental Report 


October, 1915. 

The new year has opened with an enrollment of 147. The 
attendance will probably exceed that of last year by at 
least one-third. An exceptionally fine spirit prevails and 
everyone seems intent on making this a record year. 

Repairs and improvements have been made, mainly on 
Reunion Hall, at a total cost of about $2,000. The hall is in 
good hands with Mrs. Shaw and her daughter, Mrs. Parker, 
as matrons, and Professor Reeves as rector. Good meals, 
good order and a home-like atmosphere are characterizing 
the place, and special care will be taken that the same con- 
ditions continue to prevail. 

Two vacancies occurred late in the summer. That in> 
the Chair of Chemistry, caused by the resignation 
cancy in the Chair of Chemistry, caused by the resignation 
of Dr. Higley, has been filled by the election of Prof. O. M. 
Weigle, a graduate of the Iowa State College for Teachers, 
having also received his Master’s degree from the State 
University of Iowa. Prof. D. H. Silvius of the Chair of 
Modern Languages has been succeeded by Prof. J. P. At- 
kinson, a graduate of Lebanon University, having also 
taken graduate work in the University of Georgia, in Co- 
lumbia University, and in the University of Chicago. Both 
men have had successful experience in teaching and are 
proving most capable in their new positions. 

The students’ activities seem to be uncommonly full of 
life. The greetings received from the alumni and follow- - 
ing of the institution, along with their pledges of loyalty 
to the new administration, are exceedingly gratifying. A 
better acquaintance with the institution continues to con- 
firm the belief that there is an excellent future and a 
“Larger Westminster” ahead. The more immediate needs 
of the institution are a chapel, a gymnasium, and additional 
endowment, all of which it is hoped will come in due time.
